CHARACTER AND LAW. 
The Vice President has been saying some timely 
things in recent addresses on the state of the na- 

tion. One of these is as follows: 

Another error lies in supposing that great fund- 
amental reforms can be at once accomplished by 
the mere passage of a law. By law is meant a rule 
of action, and action depends upon intelligence and 
motive. If elther of these falls, the action fails 
and the law fails. These may be stimulated by re- 
wards or penalties, but whatever else may be their 
effect, they do not remove the source of evil. It is 
the mind behind the law that makes it truly effec- 
tive. Laws are insufficient to endow a nation with 
righteousness.” 

We would adé that a nation endowed with right- 
eousness requires a minimum of restrictive laws, 
while a multiplicity of such enactments indicates 
an unsatisfactory moral condition and a mistaken 
effort to impose virtue by legal formulae instead of 
by improving the means by which the conscience 
and intelligence are reached. Laws imposing 4 
moral discipline upon private conduct are symp | 
toms—not remedies,

the foundations of a people’s character are laid; not 
in legislatures, Civilized society requires a certain 
framework of law protecting the person and funda- 
mental rights of the individual, but when an at- 
tempt is made to create character by statute we 
soon have invasion of private conscience, a multi- 
tude of unenforced laws, and a weakening of re 
spect for all law. 

On this point Mr. Coolidge makes profound com- 
ment when he says that “if people come to be 
lieve that the government has power to do what, 
in fact, it cannot do, the next thought wil) be that, 
as it is not doing it, there is something the matter 
with the government and our institutions had bet- 
ter be changed or destroyed because they are not 
securing the results they ought to secure.” And 
he adds: “It is much easier to blame the govern- 
ment than it is to blame ourselves, and much easier 
of public men to say that the law is wrong than 
that the point of view of the people is wrong.” 
This wise remark applies not only to our disci- 
“| plinary laws but to our legislation in the economic 
field. 


SMALL’S ROAD PROGRAM 


MEANS MORE TAXES. 


The latest feature of Gov. Small’s politica] prop- 
aganda for the proposed $100,000,000 good roads 
bond issue comes to us in the form of a pamphlet 
entitled “The Proposed One Hundred Million Dol- 
lar Road Bond Issue.” It is a clever and subtle 
piece of propaganda, and as such is worthy of 
analysis. | | 

It asserts, as the governor asserted, that the 
automobile license fees of the state will be suffi- 
cient to pay off both the present and the proposed 
bond issues and allow sufficient funds for main- 
tenance without any direct taxation. On page 20 
we find a table showing briefly how this will be 
done. It puts the license fees for 1923 at $9,310,000, 
and shows them rising steadily to $14,813,000 in 
"| 1948, when the last of the bonds shall be paid. 

_ We have no proof that the license fees at the 
| present rate per car will ever reach that amount. | 
It would require almost twice as many cars in 
operation as at present. Imagine Chicago with 
twice its present number of automobiles. 

But even if the fees do grow as estimated, the 
revenue could not do what is claimed for it. The 
table shows the total] cost of the present road bond 
issue with interest will be $89,570,000. The con 
current cost of the $100,000,000 issue will be $159,- 
810,000, or a total of $248,380,000, to be paid in 
twenty-five years for an actual] road expenditure of 
$160,000,000. The annual payments allow a bal-

This year California expects to polka $9,000,000 
maintenance of a $90,000,000 hard road system, 

10 per cent of the cost. To be sure, these are 
older than our present Illinois roads, and were 
never as substantial, but they are not subjected to 
the same rigors of climate as ours, and they are 
not as old now 9s-ours will be in twenty-five years. 
Yet California needs 10 per cent for maintenance, 
and we are told we will need less than 2 per cent. 
If we need even half as much in proportion after 
ten years as California needs, our maintenance 
alone will be much more than double the estimated 
figures. 

It will be impossible, obviously, to meet the cost 
of the two road bond issues entirely out of auto 
mobile license revenues. Eventually the cost must 
come upon the public in the form of a direct prop- 
erty tax.

GROW ILLINOIS FORESTS. 


A start toward a practical program with rela- 
tion to forestry in Illinois is provided in tWo bills 
now pending in the legislature. One bill, \ recog- 
nizing the fact that more than 3,000,000 acres out 
of a total of 3,250,000 acres of forest land in the 
state are on farms, aims at promoting forestation 
through agricultural agencies. Specifically, this 
would establish and maintain a forestry division in 
the agricultural experiment station of the state 
university. That would be one intelligent method 
of dealing with an important problem. 


It is estimnated that Illinois is paying more 
than $25,000,000 annually for freight on lumber 
more than we would pay if we produced our 
lumber within the state. We could produce 


a large part of it if we used all our otherwise 
worthless land for that purpose, and developed 
and harvested our lumber crops as intelligently as 


we raise and harvest our corn and wheat crops. 
At the same time we would be protecting our 
watersheds from serious erosion, reducing flood 
dangers, and stabilizing climate. It is well worth 
while. Various states have proved it. 

The bills in question provide for the first steps 


in this direction. 


WHERE THERE IS NO PEACE. 


The foreign minister of Czecho-Slovakia has just 
given up a visit to Warsaw because Polish public 

opinion is hostile, 

That is what happens to most efforts at harmony 
in the new Europe. The Poles say the Czechs have 
had the advantage of them in boundary squab- 
bles; there are jealousies over disposal: of certain 
districts containing Ruthenians, etc., and there is 
opposition on the policy of Pan-Slavism.

Being innocently well disposed, we 
should like to help, but until the European peoples 
show some glimmer of will to be friends with one 
another,an invitation to help them can only be an 
invitation to help one against another. There is 
neither duty nor interest of ours to do that.

Previous to his appearance * bedere the West YVir-

He has fought this heresy of science 
in the legislatures of Kentucky and West Virginia, in- 
veighed against it in Minnesota and elsewhere from 
the platform and made it his pét personal cause. 

The case of creation against evolution has attained 
& paramountcy in Mr; Bryan's collection of issues 
equal to that once occupied by free silver, and that 
he will restrict it to academic discussion is not to be 
supposed. There is still plenty of time before the 
national conventions for the Commoner to express 
his opinion on the really supreme issue of the era.

S is a story from upper New York 
state. It ought to be acceptable be- 
cause it réeks with gossip about 

family affairs and inside informa- 
tion on sore very inside affairs.

But, whenever she went to 
live with one of her married daughters, 
before long typhoid fever developed in 
the family. Several of the victims were 
sons-in-law. One after another the 
sons-in-law developed typhoid soon after 
mother-in-law moved in. Now, sons-in- 
law are not so easy to get as they were 
in the good old days. This thing was 
getting on the nerves of the in-laws. Be- 
sides these, ten persons, grandchildren 
and servants prihcipaily, had developed 
typhoid fever in homes where grand- 
mother had come to visit.

Grandmother was investigated. She 
was found to be a typhoid carrier. Had 
she ever had typhoid? No! That is, 
not that she know of. A mild attack of 
diarrhea with fever, many years ago, 
might have been typhoid, but the physi- 
clans who attended her had never sug- 
gested it. 

But if she was a typhoid carrier, and 
had been one for many years, why had 
she never infected her ten children? They 
had lived in the house with her. She 
had cooked their food, milked the cows, 
attended table. How did they escape? 

This is theory of Dr. Simon Fiex- 
mer: . 

These ten children, from their infancy 
up, had. gotten a small daily dose of 
typhoid with the food that mother made. 
The dose of bacilli was never massive 
enough to cause an attack of typhoid 
fever. Fed daily in small doses, vaccina- 
tion had finally been accomplished. All 
ten children had become immune to 
typhoid fever.

Not so the in-laws. When the pledge 
is given “with all my worldly goods 
I do thee endow,” immunity to typhoid 
fever, smallpox and such was not in- 
cluded in the inventory. The in-laws 
liked mother’s cooking so well that they 
gorged. They got massive doses of 
typhoid and, not being immune, they de- 
veloped the disease. 

Is there scientific basis for this un- 
proved but logical explanation? Mice 
can be vaccinated with mouse typhoid 
in that way. It has been done and the

BRESTRICTION—THE OBSESSION OF 
LAWMAKERS. 

Chicago, April 15. — After a swing 
around the circle of states, Pregident 
Farrand of Cornell university returned 
to New York to say in an address at the 
Lotos club that “ wherever legislatures 
were in session he found that they were 
dealing almost wholly with restrictions 
of one sort or arother on human liberty 
and individual freedom — restrictions 
growing mainly out of prejudices of the 
irdividuals or groups.” 

For example, Oklahoma was passing a 
law to prevent the teaching of evolution 
in schools; Oregon, with the approval of 
a referendum, had “ forbidden the send- 
ing of children of compulsory school age 
to a private school”; the Utah legis- 
lators were discussing the banning of 
cigarettes ; ashington state was di- 
vided over the compulsory reading or 
not reading the Bible in the schools. 
“In Iowa a tremenduously important 
matter was efgaging the attention of 
the lawmakers—the length of sheets to 
be provided for hotel beds.” In Iowa, 
also, Dr. Farrand might have found an 
anti-evolution »jll in evidence. In his 
Own state, and the metropolis thereof, he 
would have seen law courts wasting 
their time on the Sunday issue, and im- 
posing fines on citizens for resisting 
“ restrictions growing out of prejudices.” 
The same thing goes on in New Jersey, 
and presumably in other states. 

Now the people of Illinois are con- 
fronted with a blue law bill calculated 
to force us all to church on Sunday. 
What is the source of this useless and 
Cegenerating influence upon legislation?

Plans for Chicago’s proposed “ sky- 
scraper jail” to house all phases of the 
city and county’s legal and police activ- 
ities, on the site of the present anti- 
quated jail and criminal courts build- 
ing, took definite form, yesterday, 
when President Anton Cermak of the 
county board sought approval of state, 
county and city officials for erection of 
a new structure. 

Inasmuch as the site of the present 
jail is owned by the city and occupied 
by the county under a lease which pro- 
| vides for its reversion to the city when 
it is no longer used as a jail site, a 
combination of effort by the city and 
couhty toward erection of a new 
building will obtain a maximum of 
henefit at a minimum cost, declares 
Mr. Cermak, in a letter to the county 
| commissioners. 

Many Purposes Possible. 

For several months the city council 
has considered the advisability of 
building 4 Municipal courts building in 
! which the police and detective depart- 
ments might be installed. A subcom- 
mittee is now casting about for a suit- 


able site. 
Under President Cermak’s plan the 


space for the Municipal and Criminal 
courts, the office of the state’s attorney, 
the sheriff and his deputies, police and 
detective headquarters, and one dis- 
trict police station. 

Jurisdictional. responsibility of the 
city or county is not relevant, declared 
Mr. Cermak, who asserted that the 
new: plan is a solution that will reflect 
credit on the community. “I have 
conferred with Ald. Ross Woodhull of 
the council finance committee and he 
is enthusiastic over the plan. If the 
county board receives expected support 
from the council we may be able to sub- 
mit a bond issue proposal at the next 
judicial election,” he said. 

Seeks Joint Meeting. 

In order to hasten action, Mr. Cer- 
mak has asked for a joint meeting of 
the county and city finance committee 
to be held at an early date. It has 
been suggested that invitations to at- 
tend the conference will be extended to 
Mayor Dever, Chief of Police Morgan 
Collins, the corporation ‘counsel, chief 
justices of the Superior, Circuit, and 
Municipal courts, the state’s attorney, 
and the attorney general. 

Other persons expected to attend the 
conference are the speakers of the two 
Phouses of the general assembly and the 
presidents of the City club, the Associ- 
ation of Commerce, the Clearing Hotise 
association, the Woman’s City club, 
and the crime commission.

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WHEN YOU'RE FISHIN’ LITTLE 

} BROOKS. 
HERE are all kinds of prefer 
ences in this trout fishin’ 

as some fellows like to the 
big streams, the rivers with long 
riffies and large pools, while others 
have a preference for the chummy, 
companionable small streams, tough 

as they are sometimes. ~* 

* s 

As the trout season approaches 
many of us are thinking about some , 
of these little streams that wind their 
twisting course through woods and 
meadows. What fun it is to scrape up 
an acquaintance with one of these 
meandering little brooks. The trout 
in them are in a class by themselves. 

Right now we aré thifiking of a clear, 
cold streaft that comes tearing down 
from the snow banks in a section of | 
southeastern Oregon. The great, gla | 
ciated gorge through which it flows is | 
nothing less than a slice of paradise so : 
beautiful it is with grassy green slopes 
topped by striking snow banks that 
\feed the rushing trout streams. And 
one hundred feet from the banks of 
this brook was our cabin—one hundred 
feet from a mess of trout and a world 
of fun any time of the day we wanted 
to take a crack 3 yng stream. 

But it takes patience to fish one of 
these brooks. Many a time I stretched 
out on the bank of this Oregon creek ' 
with the sunlight, penetrating the 
thick foliage, revealing im some deep 
pool two or three handsome trout, in 
an effort to figure out how I could fish 
that pool and Jand a couple of beau- 
ties without smearing my tackle all 
over the underbrush. 

As the days went by I learned every 
riffle, every obstruction, every little 
pool in that delightful stream, and 
when you arrive at that stage in your 
fishing of littlesbrooks you hate to tear 
yourself away, as this intimacy, this 
chumminess sure does get you. But 
there are times when these brooks get 
too “intimate,” as, for instance, when 
you hook one of your favorite flies on 
a branch right when you have your 
eye on a big one that has showed him- 
self in a pool. But who cares when 
you have other flies and there are other 
pools just below on that little stream.

Passes Tax Law) 


OW much gasoline can « tractor 
drink? 

lowa farmers are busily com- 

puting this consumption prob- 

lem as the result of the 2 cent gasoline 

tax bill which has passed the lowa 

legislature, according to motorist or- 

ganizations, whose officers predict a 

wholesale “ bootlegging ” of gasoline as 
one result of the new law. 

Two-thirds of the revenue from the 
new gas tax will be used for the im- 
provement of secondary roads in Iowa, 
the law provides, and but one-third will 
go to the primary routes, those usdi 
generally by tourists, Motor clubs op- 
posing the measure pointed out that 


‘Ithe revenue paid by the tourists who 


crosses the Iowa line’will thus be pay- 
ing tribute to highways he will never 
use in addition to the dirt arteries 
which each season bloek through traf- 
fic following heavy rains. 

“The bill provides exemption for 
gasoline used.in tractors and like farm 
machinery,” declared Robert N. Car- 
son of lowa City, member of the 
A. A. A. good roads board, in reporting 
the new tax measure. “ Just how much

good condition; to tell the centist of 
her condition, and follow his advice. 

Doctors who specialize in the best 
and proper care for women during this 
time urge that dental work, if needed, 
be done, as the presence of decaying 
teeth adds to the tendency to nausea, 
prevents proper chewing of food, dis- 
turbs the digestion, and, therefore, in- 
terferes with the nutrition of. both 
mother and child. ‘Tooti:ache, decay, 
loosening of the teeth, and inflamma- 
tion of the gums are frequent in preg- 
nancy; therefore, the visits to the 
gentist should be frequent. 

Attention to the diet, to chewing 
food well, to dental and home care 
will prove the fallacy of the saying, 
“For every child a tooth.” 

Dr. Schmidt further advises: “It is 
of the greatest importance to give the 
mouth excellent daily..care during 
pregnancy, as the saliva is somewhat 
changed in consistency and there is 
apt to be vomiting and acid regurgita- 
tions, Brush the teeth after each meal, 
use dental floss, and finally rinse the 
mouth well with a wash. Excellent 
ones are salt and water (one-half tea- 
spoonful of ;\common table salt in a 
glass of wate?), milk of magnesia, a

Defining a Orchestra. 

“ Will the musical criti of Tus Trrecne answer through 
Tus TrRiscune,” inquires a correspondent, “what constitutes 
@ symphony orchestra, end how many are in the United 
States?” He will at least try. 

As the name implies, a symphony orchestra is an orchestra 
capable of playing symphonies. In these days that means 
one of ‘dimensions, numbering from seventy to one hun- 
dred pla . That number is, however, a modern develop- 
ment. In the last half of the eighteenth century the orches 
tras that played the symphonies of Mozart and his contempo- 
raries numbered about thirty-five, or even less. Forty would 
have been a large organization. 

Definitions in music are likely to change with the years. 
Not long ago I chanced to meet with the statement that an 
otchestra is a body of players seated on a platform, as Uis- 
tinguished from a band that stands on the ground. If this 
were the rule today, it would seam to place the organization 
conducted by John Philip Sousa itn a different classification 
than the one he himself desires. It is hardly necessary to add 
that nowadays an orchestra is considered to have a large sec- 
tion, about half of its total, of players of stringed instruments, 
while a band is preponderantly of wind players. ; 

Nearly every program of the Chicago Symphony orchestra 
contains at least one listing of the players required to play 4 
major composition. ‘This, for Rachmaninoff’s Second Sym- 
phony, is a fair sample: “The E minor symphony is scored 
for three flutes, one interchangeable with piccolo,three oboes, 
English horn; two clarinets, bass clarinet, two bassoons, four 
horns, three trumpets, three trombones, tuba, three kettle 
- drums, side drum, bass drum, cym- 

bals, glockenspiel, and strings.”’ 

This is not a large group as or- 

* chestras 20. Some works add sev- 
eral more instruments, other clari- 
nets, a contra-bassoon, celesta, dne 
or two harps, organ, and perhaps 
even others. The strings, however, 
make up the principal number. The 

Chicago Symphony orchestra regu- 

larly lists these: Sixteen first vio- 

lins, sixteen second Violins, twéive 
violas, ten violoncellos, and nine 
basses. 

Classifications have always been 
more or less arbitrary. In classical 
times it was considered that up to 
ten players the groip was a cham- 
ber music organization; from ten 
up, a small orchéstra; above thirty-

UR French guide, having detected a

Gone like a dream city, effaced complete- 
ly, were the native town and the dark wind- 
ings of the Ksar when we looked from our 
windows on the mountain top at sunrise.

On the street 
that leads past the stone walls of the French 
fort at one side of the town we watched 
the western sky glow with colors as irides- 
cent as mother, of pearl. From depeest 
orange to lightest violet the dying rays ran 
the range of prism, tested each twisted tube 
in nature’s palette and put the brush of 
a hundred Parrishes to shame. A line of 
colonial troopers stood stiffly at attention 
as the tricolor fluttered down from its high 


- pole above the fort. We bare our heads in 


the street and face the western sky and 
flag. Even the domino players seated on 
mats in front of the coffee stalls stopped 
their play. 

In the twilight of the day we returned 
through streets peopled with the flowing 
robes of Biblical illustrations, and stepped 
twenty centuries forward into modernity, as 
represented by another hotel with the last 
word in French comfort. The appointments 
of the restaurant make one feel the call of 
a dinner coat instead of travel stained grays,

As guests of Dailis Ben DjelJoul, the Agha 
Larbas Cheraga of Laghouat, we depart 
early for the hunting grounds forty miles 
southward in the open desert. The Agha 
is the native commander of Laghouat, and 
on the left breast of his white cowled- bur- 
neus he wears the insignia of a grand officer 
of the Legion of Honor, a decoration con- 
ferred in recognition of services rendered to 
the French during ‘the war. His tall, white 
bound turban, worn back on the forehead, 


tops a smiling face with twinkling eyes and 


pointed beard. His apparent ‘gest. for the 


day’s sport identifies him at once as a keen 
hunter. 

The environs of Laghouat have the bare 
flatness and greenless waste of the desert, 
but it is not the country of the shifting sand 


dunes. The land is covered as far as the eye 


cun reach with crumbling rocks hardly larger 
than baseballs, and the only growing things 
are wiry bunches of thorny growths three or 
four inches high. They are dry, brittle and 
dun. colored, adding no relief to the general 
barrenness.
